“To distribute or sell” is
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition,
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

For
manufacturing use only in the formulation of antimicrobials used in chlorine dioxide generators to
treat drinking water, pulp and paper water, cooling tower water, textile processing water and
wastewater. Do not use this product to produce formulations intended for residential use
(including recreational uses). Formulators must register their end-use product with the
Environmental Protection Agency under their own registrations and approved labels.

Note: Only use a closed system when loading this product into a chlorine dioxide
generator. In addition, the generation of chlorine dioxide must occur in a closed system.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

DO NOT CONTAMINATE WATER, FOOD OR FEED BY STORAGE OR DISPOSAL.

Pesticide Storage:
Avoid exposure to high temperatures during storage. Store remote from other chemicals and
combustible materials. Do not skid or slide drums.

Pesticide Disposal:
Wastes resulting from the use of this product may be disposed of on site or at an approved
waste disposal facility.

Container Disposal:

[Refillable containers:] Refillable container. Refill this container with pesticide only. Do not reuse
this container for any other purpose. Cleaning the container before final disposal is the
responsibility of the person disposing of the container. Cleaning before refilling is the
responsibility of the refiller. To clean the container before final disposal, empty the remaining
contents from this container into application equipment or mix tank. Fill the container about 10
percent full with water. Agitate vigorously or recirculate water with the pump for 2 minutes. Pour
or pump rinsate into application equipment or rinsate collection system. Repeat this rinsing
procedure two more times. Offer for recycling or reconditioning if available, or puncture and
dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved by state and local authorities.
[Non-refillable containers:] Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Offer for
recycling or reconditioning, if available. Triple-rinse (or equivalent) promptly after emptying.
Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank.
Fill the container 4 full with water. Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and
roll it back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or
store rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times. If recycling is not
available, puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or incineration, or, if allowed by state and
local authorities, by burning. If burned, stay out of smoke.
